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HEADMASTER'S CENTENNIAL MESSAGE 


The other day, I sat down and reflected on this very special 
year. I shall always remember that fantastic Centennial 
Celebration in Montreal. . . and the dear old lady, who left the 
ballroom in the "wee small hours", shook my hand at the door 
and promised to come to the next Centennial Celebration. 
Everyone who attended the concert given recently by the 
Canada Symphony Orchestra must have felt the warm and 
wonderful feeling generated that night. It brought College and 
community together and we must make it the first of a series 
of co-operative ventures. The building of the Ralph B. Hood 
swimming pool during this Centennial Year provides (as it 
were) a monument to make the year. We are extremely 
grateful for this invaluable addition to our campus. I believe 
that many will be pleased to see the restoration of the Heart. 
Already I have noticed our present students gathering there to 
take photographs, as students did in the early 1900's. So 
much has happened. So much has been said and done that it 
seems to have been more than a year to me. Perhaps it 
explains the quick retort I got from a parent I was interview- 
ing. . . . Boasting about the school, I said to her, "Do you 
know, we're a hundred years old this year". She looked me 
straight in the eye and replied: "You don't look it. " 

Maybe I don't look a hundred years old, but I sometimes 
feel it. I am often reminded by staff and students that each 
year I seem to have a theme word. Last year it was TRUST: 
this year it has been STANDARDS. So, what word will take 
us through the first year of our second century. I have chosen 
it. . . . COMMUNICATION. In this space /jet age we so often 
fail to communicate, 
copies of that; we are befuddled by computers and space- 
stations; we goggle at video equipment and our ears are 
atune to stereophonic and quadrophonic sound; yet we 
do not understand and know our neighbours. We do not 
hear and we do not listen to what people have to say. 

I want to improve the communication lines at this 
school next year. I want us to take time to understand 
one another better. I want the students to KNOW what 
a privilege is. What a commitment means. What is a 
matter of principle AND ABOVE ALL WHAT NO 
MEANS. I think we can accomplish a lot in the 1973/ 

74 School Year. Who knows, at the end I may look 
older and feel younger.

"a progressive Canadian Private School for 
Boys" 

"a school on the move" 

"a school with everything, but girls". 

All three are true. Rather than just looking back 
on this year as a milestone in our history, let us look 
upon it as a stepping stone to an exciting future. We 
have a great school and it is my privilege to be its 
Headmaster.

HAS TO COME DOWN 



AND JUST

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IN 1817 .... 

Napoleon had been a prisoner of St. Helena for three years. Sir John Sherbrooke was Canada's 
Governor, Sir John A. Macdonald was a two year old still living in Scotland, and the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning (now known as McGill University) announced that it would sponsor 
a teacher in a new school at the bustling stage-stop on the Quebec-Boston road called Stanstead. 

The school opened in the fall. The first teacher was the Rev. Thaddeus Osgoode, a Yankee 
Congregationalist minister. He was a good choice. Most of his pupils were American-born, and 
most were good Congregationalists (one of the denominations which merged to form today's United 
Church). 

Called the "Red Brick School", the little building which could comfortably fit into a small class- 
room in today's Stanstead College still stands and is located about three miles north of Stanstead. 

The seats and desks in the College's oldest ancestor have been kept as they were in the days of 
Thaddeus Osgoode - thoroughly Yankee, hard and enduring. 

IN 1829 .... 

The Duke of Wellington, England's Prime Minister was stiffly opposing cries for Parliamentary 
Reform, Andrew Jackson, the President of the United States was merrily introducing the "spoils 
system" into the American way-of-life, and Louis -Joseph Papineau announced that the Assembly of 
Lower Canada was going to provide money to support education in the colony. Switching their 
allegiance from the penny-pinching Royal Institution, the Trustees applied for a grant to build a 
bigger and better school in Stanstead. 

Fortunately one of the Trustees, Marcus Child, was Stanstead County's representative in the 
Assembly. Stanstead was given the healthy sum of $1, 600 to build a new school. When it opened 
in the fall it was called The Stanstead Seminary, had a ladies' branch and a gentlemen's division, 
and offered a full curriculum which included Natural and Moral Philosophy, Mathematics, 

Chemistry, Astronomy, French, Drawing, Music, and something called Ortholography. 

The Seminary had its ups and downs. In 1837 Rebellion broke out in Lower Canada. One of the 
school's Trustees, Alex Kilbourne, headed the Stanstead Loyal Volunteer Militia. Another, Marcus 
Child, was a Rebel sympathizer. There must have been some fiery board meetings in those days! 
The split between the Trustees bore bitter fruit - by 1838 the curriculum had shrivelled to English 
Grammar, Geography, Writing and Arithmetic. 

The Seminary was back on its feet by the mid -forties and, much to the dismay of the students, 
operated twelve months of the year with a few days holiday between each of the four terms. An 
announcement in the one year old STANSTEAD JOURNAL of 1846 stating that "the Summer Term of 
this Institution will begin on Monday the 18th (of May) and will continue 11 weeks", must have been 
greeted less than enthusiastically by Stanstead youngsters at the swi mm ing hole. 

Two years before Confederation, in 1865, the Directors of the Seminary, including C.C. Colby 
and Wilder and Charles Pierce, felt the time had come to revamp Stanstead's school system and 
discussed the possibility of building a new school. The idea, however, had to be shelved due to the 
unexpectedly high cost of another building project already underway - construction of Centenary 
Church. It would have to wait another seven years. 

IN 1873 .... 

The year that Prince Edward Island joined the young Dominion of Canada, one year after the 
birth of Bertrand Russell and before the birth of Winston Churchill, the dream of an Eastern Town- 
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ships "College" came true. Throughout that year the Main Building of new Stanstead Wesleyan 
College rose brick by brick on land south of the old Seminary which had been donated by Charles 
Wilder Pierce - the same land on which the College now stands. The building cost $23, 554 and was 
opened for classes in the first week of the new year 1874. The same men who had been the 
Trustees of the Seminary became the Directors of the College, and the Rev. A. Lee Holmes who 
had been the Head of the Seminary in 1869-70 became the College's first Principal. 

Stanstead Wesleyan College offered a good education at a low price; weekly rate for room AND 
board was $3. 00, while tuition for the Collegiate Course was fixed at $20. 00! Running on this basis 
it is not strange that the College soon found itself in low water financially. The first twenty years 
were the hardest. In 1879 teachers' contracts stipulated that if the College should close during the 
year for lack of funds, salaries would be paid only in proportion to the time of actual services 
rendered! The debt kept getting bigger - by 1880 it stood at nearly $40, 000. Until 1895 a 
Methodist minister was always actively engaged in collecting money to raise the College's debt. 

It was a full-time job ! 

The times were difficult for students too. Each room was heated by a fireplace and during the 
cold seasons the boys were required to get the wood for their fire. If they didn't, they went without 
heat. 

Finally came the mid -nineties - prosperous years - and things began to look up for Stanstead 
Wesleyan College. Thanks to tireless efforts by the Rev. A. Lee Holmes and the Rev. J. Tallman 
Pitcher the year 1896 saw the school in the black. The Pierce family donated their house, 

Sunnyside, to be used as a residence (now the site of Sunnyside High School across the road from 
the College) and later donated liberally to build Pierce Hall in memory of former Trustee, Charles 
Wilder Pierce. Around the same time Dr. A.G. Bugbee of Derby Line gave his residence and a 
large amount of money to found the Bugbee Business College, while the Holmes family donated to 
allow the construction of the Holmes Model School. Finally rounding out a decade of intense 
expansion and building, in 1905 the "New Gym" was opened for activity. 

A new and confident era had dawned. The 1902 Prospectus was loud in lauding Stanstead College; 
It stands on a lofty plateau where the atmosphere is ever pure and to which no malaria is 

able climb Bathrooms are found on every flat with a abundance of water which is 

brought from pure, sweet springs in the Vermont hills .... The system of co-education 
of the sexes, now becoming so popular everywhere .... fully justified its adoption. It 
would be difficult to say which sex derives the greater benefit from the incitement and 
attrition of mutual intercourse. 

Stanstead College has had its ups and downs in the twentieth century. A fire in 1938 claimed 
the sixty-five year old Main Building; ironically, scant weeks before, the Principal had suggested 
that the school buy more fire insurance but his suggestion was not implemented! A determined fund 
drive headed by Dr. C. W. Colby, however, enabled modern Colby Hall to rise from the ashes - 
this Main Building is fireproof! In 1951 Pierce Hall burnt and it was replaced by a modern Pierce 
Hall and a new residence, Davis House. Around this time also, Bugbee Business College ceases 
operations and the junior dormitory, Bugbee House, was built. The College ceased to be co-educa- 
tional in the late fifties. 

Illustrious graduates. Provincial Championships in sports, and an outstanding list of head- 
masters and teachers have all been part of the recent story of Stanstead College - a story that began 
in 1817, one hundred and fifty years ago. 
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THE REVEREND THADDEUS OSGOODE: Stanstead's first minister, and the first teacher in 
Stanstead Royal School in 1817-18. 

MARCUS CHILD (1792-1859) A Trustee of the Royal School from 1822-29 and one of Stanstead's 
first Members of the Colonial Assembly. His influence helped provide a government grant to build 
the Stanstead Seminary in 1829. A supporter of the Patriotes who rebelled against the British 
government in Canada during 1837-38, he was forced to flee to the U.S. but later returned to again 
represent the County in Parliament between 1841-44. Served as Secretary of the Seminary during 
the thirties. Founded the town of Coaticook. 

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ALEX KILBOURNE (1791-1868) Like Marcus Child he helped found the 
Stanstead Seminary, but unlike him he was staunchly loyal to the British Government during the 
crisis of 1837-38 and commanded the volunteer militia unit which forced his co-Trustee to flee to 
the States in 1838 ! 

ICHABOD SMITH (1788-1867) One of the Trustees of the Royal School, a founder of the Stanstead 
Seminary, and a member of the group who first proposed the construction of Stanstead Wesleyan 
College in 1865, this gentleman's interest in education spanned each of the three stages of 
Stanstead's story over a fifty year period. 

WILDER PIERCE (1788-1866) A founder of both the Royal School and the Seminary, like Smith he 
also took part in the three parts of the College's development and was a director in 1865 when the 
idea of a College in Stanstead was first proposed. 

CHARLES WILDER PIERCE: Son of the former, he gave the land on which the College now stands 
in 1872. Later his family donated the family mansion which was used as a residence, and also a 
sum of money used to construct Pierce Hall in memory of a family that did much for education in 
Stanstead. 

THE REVEREND A. LEE HOLMES: Principal of the Seminary 1869-70, he was also named the first 
Principal of Stanstead Wesleyan College. "No one person has ever been connected with the College 
for so long a period in such numerous relationships as he", wrote Dr. C.W. Colby, "and from 
1873 to 1912 he maintained an intimate association with it. " Singlehand edly he procured the money 
needed to clear the College's debt in 1895 and helped create the endowment fund which was raised in 
1908. In 1902 he and his family gave the money to build the Holmes Model School - the oldest build- 
ing still in regular use at Stanstead College. 

CHARLES C. COLBY (1827-1907) A leading figure in the financing and actual construction of 
Stanstead Wesleyan College, Mr. Colby was on the College's first Board of Directors. Elected as 
an Independent Conservative to Parliament in Canada's first Dominion election in 1867, he was a 
personal friend of Sir John A. Macdonald and was made a Minister in his government in 1889. 
CHARLES W. COLBY (1867-1955) Son of C.C. Colby, he became one of the first Professors of 
Canadian History in any Canadian university when in 1893 he taught this subject for the first time at 
McGill. A graduate of the College, he wrote several well known Canadian history books. In 1938 
after the disastrous fire, he rallied wide support on behalf of the College and raised the money 
needed to build the new main building, named after his family. 

THE REVEREND J. TALLMAN PITCHER: A man who served in various capacities at Stanstead - 
chaplain, secretary of the Board, and fund raiser from 1883 to 1911 during the College's 
impecunious times, of him it was said "his unfailing and uns elfish devotion was a mainstay of the 
institution ... he made the advancement of its interests one of the first purposes of his life. " For 
this and for the fond memory he left with former students, the school's highest award is the 
Tallman Pitcher Memorial Prize. 

The following is a list of famous people connected with the college throughout its history: 

CHILD M. 1792-1870, In 1820 he was magistrate of Stanstead, and was elected to the Provincial 
Parliament from 1829-1838. He was one of the original founders of Stanstead Seminary. 

COLBY C.C. 1827-1907, He attended Stanstead Seminary and in 1867 he was elected to Parliament 
and remained there until 1891. He was a close friend of Sir John A. Macdonald, and is sometimes 
referred to as the "Father of the National Policy". He was one of the first members of the Board 
of Trustees of the College. 

COLBY C.W. 1867-1955, He attended Stanstead Wesleyan College and later became a professor at 
McGill. He is thought of as Canada's first Historian. He was a prominent member of the Board 
of Trustees, and because of his effort in a money raising campaign Colby House was named after 
his family. 

KILBORN A. 1791-1872, He was the founder of Rock Island, and helped start Stanstead Seminary. 
PATRICK L. 1883-1960, He came to Stanstead College in 1904. He played professional hockey for 
Montreal and was player-coach of the New York team. Throughout his career he had eight Stanley 
Cup Triumphs, and was voted to the Hall of Fame. 

PIERCE C.W. 1818-189?, He was a Boston merchant, who had an interest in Stanstead and donated 
the land on which the school stands today. 

SCOTT D.C. 1862-1947, He attended Stanstead Wesleyan College from 1877-1879 after leaving 
school, he entered the civil service, and later became one of Canada's leading poets.

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Dear Headmaster: 


You make it impossible for me to comply with your request fully. As an “old boy” I am asked to contribute to the an- 
niversary issue of the Stanstead College magazine. But, you see, I am not an “old boy,” because it is only fifty-five years 
since I left the school! Thus I consider myself a “young old boy. ” 

Besides, “old boys” tend to be didactic. This is not my cup of tea at all. I simply think off the top of my cranium, letting 
the chips fall where they may, but hoping for the best. 

This year, as you know, I was privileged to be present at the centennial celebrations of Stanstead College. The occasion 
thoroughly warranted the presence of His Excellency the Governor- General, who must have been impressed by the dignity 
and the precision of the proceedings. I certainly was, even if I did sneak out of Centenary Church ahead of the rest in order 
to go in search of old haunts — the swimming hole in the Tomifobia, the Haskell Opera House, the now non-existent Pearce 
Hall in which plays were staged by the Stanstead Amateur Dramatic Society (founded by a schoolfellow named Edward 
Massey and myself). I had a ball. 

Why do otherwise ostensibly responsible adults -- mainly writers, curiously enough -- warn everybody never to re-visit the 
scenes of their childhood? Terrible disappointment and disillusionment, await you, is their cry. Poppycock, say I. Providing 
you have the horse sense to realize that the very essence of our world is change, then one should be prepared for it, and have 
fun. 

A few years ago I had fun when I went back to my native Australia for the first time in fifty years. I called it Operation 
Homing Pigeon. While there I went to see my first school. Memories, good and otherwise, crowded in. Yet it turned out to 
be a delightful excursion into a familiar era of long ago. 

Similarly with Stanstead College where my younger brother (who died this year) and I were enrolled directly after our 
arrival from “down under. ” This proved very much to be a productive period, getting used to our new Canadian counterparts 
and a radically different climate, getting rid of a Cockney -like accent, getting caned for smoking behind the Holmes Model 
School, getting an eyeful of Canadian girls in those co-educational days. (I wonder what happened to the brunette who sat 
opposite me at meals?) 

No, I think that those who have returned to their past, regretted it, and subsequently wrote to that effect, must really 
represent a minority. Either theirs was an unhappy upbringing, or else they found it impossible to adjust to change. 

Don’t you agree that pretty well everything in life depends very largely on the state of one’s sense of humour? This, after 
all, is at the heart of a sense of proportion. Those who cannot see the lighter side of existence have not been blessed. 

Moreover, a sense of humour is not necessarily innate. It can and should be developed in the interest of fitting oneself to 
distinguish between what’s important and what’s unimportant. While I inherited this trait from gifted parents, fifty-four 
years ago a teacher at Stanstead College — we called him “Daddy” Irvine -- played a decisive role in encouraging it during 
those formative years. 

Good tidings to you, Headmaster, and to the College and to all who toil therein.

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Reacquainting myself with Stanstead College this month has been a real pleasure. After having 
missed visiting the college last year, I saw more clearly than before the growth and development of 

the school on this, my third visit. _ , 

Stanstead College is a boys' private school 90 miles southeast of Montreal on the Quebec 
Vermont border. My association with the school has gradually deepened after first having been 
invited to visit the school by one of its most active trustees, Donald Ross, vice-president of 
Canada Starch in Montreal. 

Mr. Ross is a good example of the kind of spirit which motivates the school. He is very 
concerned about the individual boy and what the school can do for him. And the board of trustees as 
a whole has been keen to build a program to help boys discover themselves and enter the com- 
munity meaningfully. , 

As the present headmaster, Thomas Russell, explains: "We are trying to bring the boys up in 
a happy, healthy environment where they can learn the importance not only of learning but of living 
as well. " "The more I think about it, " he added, "the more important the second part - learning 
to live - seems." 

"To me", he went on, "Stanstead excels in the personal help program the school offers. A 
boy has someone guiding and helping him from the moment he arrives on campus - the living situation 
is most important for the personal growth of boys. I've tried to keep my philosophy in very simple 
terms. We're building up concern and interest on the part of the staff, and the fact it pays off is 
evident in the changes in individual boys during their stay with us. " 

Stanstead began in 1817 as a small school, and from that the Stanstead Seminary was developed 
in 1829. Ultimately, the cornerstone of the college was laid on Dec. 2, 1872, on its present site 
in the picturesque iittle French-Canadian village of Stanstead. Like many independent schools in 
Canada, the college has long outgrown its religious origins. The school's course of study is non- 
secretarian and its student body is drawn from a variety of religious denominations. 

Stanstead has also looked outside the boundaries of Canada to encourage internationalism by 
accepting boys this year from the United States, Hong Kong, Jamaica, England, St. Lucia, 

Uruguay, Africa, Trinidad, Chile, Taiwan, and the Philippines. It also has five Indian boys 
sponsored by the federal department of Indian affairs and northern development. 

My family and I have found the school amazingly hospitable to visit. On our visits, we have 
usually arrived "enmasse" complete with children and dogs. While I talked with classes of students 
during the week, my boys attended classes in their grade levels and went on ski trips to Jay Peak 
or Mount Orford. My wife visited with faculty wives and saw the countryside. 

The school stresses the personal approach in dealing with its 185 boys. A brochure introducing 
Stanstead College to prospective students and their parents explains that each boy is assigned to a 
teacher as his advisor for his entire stay at the college. Each of the 23 teachers on staff has 
approximately nine boys under his care for counselling, direction and assistance with his attitude 
and academic progress. 

In addition, the senior students are assigned junior boys and are expected to assume 
responsibility for their welfare. After several years at the school, Stanstead boys usually regard 
the school as their home and take interest and a special kind of pride in what it stands for and 
what it does for the younger boys coming up from what they call "the lower school. " 

During an informal session with some senior boys at "Hackett House", an off-campus residence, 

I was touched to discover the fatherly attitude they took toward the new boys in grades 7 and 8. 

The school, of course, starts at Grade 7 and goes to Grade 12, a level which may well be 
abandoned in the Quebec school system, if present indications continue. 

When I asked staff members about the influence of the Quebec department of education on English 
private schools in the province, I did not get the kind of answer I expected. Assistant headmaster 
Barry Gallant told me there is no pressure whatsoever. 

And the headmaster added: "At one time the provincial department of education looked like a 
frightening monster, but we have found it to be completely co-operative and non-threatening. 

Apart from some minor alterations in our budgetary system and record -keeping, we have had no 
changes, even though we now accept grants from the provincial government. " 

Stanstead offers the normal complement of academic subjects and a surprisingly full selection 
of extracurricular activities, sports being encouraged by the school. In the summer as well, the 
college presents the Howie Meeker hockey school, operating from July 8 to August 18, which is 
open to boys across Canada. 

At the hockey school, special emphasis is placed upon fun learning as well as on learning how 
to skate and play hockey. Three optional courses accompany the hockey school: "Learning How to 
Learn, " "Language Communication" and "Modern Mathematics. " 
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When I first got 
the idea for this story, 

I was reading an 
instruction booklet, 
and it occurred to me 
how simple things 
were often made 
complicated unneces- 
sarily; I felt a com- 
ment on what might 
happen in the near 
future. 

This story is 
about a young man in 

the 1990's, facing the world after just graduating 
from university. It is mainly concerned with his first 
job, and how it sets the pattern for his life. He is 
intended to be a typical person of that time, though of 
a higher intelligence. 

Enough of explanation. Proceed to the story, and 
I hope you enjoy it. 
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Jerry woke that morning, feeling insufferably pleased with himself. Having graduated first in 
his class the day before, and at the young age of 25, at that, he had every right to be pleased. It 
wasn t easy beating out all those 29 year old men for the honours. He hopped out of bed grinning, 
and optimistically began his day. 

Jerry compared the address on his computer card with the card showing in the window of the 
little box on the door. (Finding them to agree unanimously with each other, and he himself sup- 
porting the opinion that this was the correct door. ) Just as he was about to push it open, a light 
flashed on in the wall to his right, lighting up a message. It read, "THIS DOOR NOT OPEN ON 
TUESDAYS, WEDNESDAYS, OR FRIDAYS. PLEASE GO TO CORRIDOR ON YOUR RIGHT AND 
TAKE THIRD DOOR ON YOUR LEFT, EXCEPT ON TUESDAYS AT 2 O'CLOCK, WHEN THAT 
DOOR IS CLOSED, AND YOU MUST TAKE THE 5th DOOR ON RIGHT. " 

Jerry read the message twice, to make sure he had got it right. When he came to the third 
door on his left, he pushed it open, and entered. In front of him he saw a wall with two teller's 
wickets in it. The room was bare except for the two wickets. In one wicket there was a sign which 
read, "CLOSED PLEASE GO TO NEXT WICKET". The other wicket had an identical sign on it. 
Jerry was at a loss as to what to do, when another sign was illuminated. "IF BOTH WICKETS ARE 
CLOSED, PROCEED THROUGH THE DOOR TO YOUR LEFT, FOLLOW CORRIDOR C TO CORRIDOI 
F, PROCEED TO HALLWAY A, TURN LEFT ON CORRIDOR 38 D, ENTER ROOM 1009 AND 
AWAIT COMPUTER INSTRUCTIONS." 

Jerry quickly grasped what he was intended to do, as his was a quick astute mind. He pro- 
ceeded to do as he was told, almost getting lost a few times, but saved by his infallible memory. 

Upon entering room 1009, he took a seat, and waited. Presently another sign flashed on. 
"PLACE COMPUTER CARD IN SLOT, LOCATED IN ARM OF CHAIR." 

Jerry did as he was told. Quickly his card came back, with an envelope. On the envelope in 
large bold letters, was the word, "ACCEPTED." In the envelope Jerry found a union card with 
his picture in the right hand corner, a pink slip informing him of his position as "central 
controller", and a slip informing him where to report for work. 

- Jerry opened the door marked "Central Controller", and walked in proudly. He wasn't sure 
what he was supposed to be doing, but it sounded important. He stopped just inside the doorway, 
and stared at the haggard -looking man sitting before him, hurriedly stuffing papers into slots 
arranged before him, and pressing buttons frantically, before grabbing another sheaf of papers 
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that seemed to be flowing continuously down into a basket at his side, from a shute leading into the 
wall. / 

Looking up, the man noticed him, and pressed a button at his side. Immediately the papers 
stopped streaming out of the shute. 

"We've got to hurry, " he said quickly, "because I've just shut down the whole plant. Are you 
my replacement?" Jerry nodded. "Good. Now look, here's what you have to do. You take these 
sheets as they come down, and put them in the proper slots. The places are labelled on the board 
here, and on the sheets they're labelled in the top left-hand corner - like this one. ' 1 He picked up 
a sheet and showed it to him.

That's how long I've been here, and out of all 
the controllers here, I've stayed the longest. "
